While it is true that the senate tariff bill is 
vestly in advance of the measure proposed 
by the house, it is,equally a fact that the 
senate measure itself is just a beginning in 
the right direction. 

The house bill, if enacted into a law on the 
whole, would fncrease the existing rates on 
those things in which the general pudlie is 
particularly interested: It reduced the du- 
ties on iron and steel, on hides, and on some 
other articles in which the average retail 
consumer is not particularly interested. On 
the whole the Payne bill was dad. In com- 
parison with the Payne bill, the Aldrich dill 
is good, but it is by no means good enough. 

The senate listened to the voice of the 
‘women of the land and it restored the duties + 
on gloves, hosiery, bonnets, and some few 
other things back to the rate fixed. by the 
existing law. The genera! public in its grat- 
uche to the senate possibly may forget the 
fact that with all the good intentions of 
the upper house of congress, the best that 


ley rate on a great majority of those things 
which are in daily use by the people them- 
selves. 


Ultimate Consumer Utterly Neglected. 
The senate has reduced the rate on iron 
and steel, it has made several other altera- 
tions in the existing law, and it has done 
some admirable things which, in the long 
run, ought to result in reduced prices to the 
ultimate consumer; which is the favorite ex- 
pression of Mr. Boutell and other members 
of the ways and means committee who for- 
mulated a tariff bill in which t*e ultimate 
consumer was universally neglected. 

Had the Payne bill been adopted by con- 
gress the chances are about ten to one it 
would have been vetoed by the president. 
Should the Aldrich or senate bill be adopted. 
the chances of a veto would be reduced about 
one-half, because it must be admitted the 
Senate bill is at least of a character which. 
would have maintained prices at the present 
level, while the house bill would have in- 
creased them. 2 

There is a significant story afloat now to 

the effect that the increases in the house 
bill on glovas, hosiery, and some other things 
were part of @ clever pian to vent a de- 
crease in the cu tates on the same er- 
ticles. It was observed by every careful 
student of the tariff situation that neither 
the senate nor the house has proposed to re- 
duce rates of duty on cotton, wool, or silk 
‘goods: by. a fraction of a cent. 


‘Resort to Old Time Trick.

The order enjoins the defendante from in 
any manner, ü e ‘fraud, assai 
violence, or intimidation, or through the 
threat thereof, interfering with, hindering, 
obstructing, or stopping the business of the 
complainants; from picketing, spying, or 
maintaining pickets or spies at or near the 
premises of complajnants, or wherever the 
complainants may be employed: fromntimi- 
dating, by threats or Otherwise, persons em- 
ploying or seeking to employ Complainants; 
from assaulting or intimidating, by threats 
or otherwise, the employés of complainants, 
or any person or persons who may become 
or seek to become employés of compliain- 
ants.“ 

Bars Pickets and Boycott, 

Further, the injunction restrains the de- 
fendants from inducing contractors, or any 
firm or corporation, to refuge to furnish ma- 
terials to the tile contractors on account of 
the tile layers’ strike. It also enjoins them 
from following employés of the said com- 
plainants or calling upon such employés for 
the purpose of inducing them to leave the 
employ of the complainants, or for the pur- 
pose of molesting or intimidating such em- 
ployés.”’ 

In the matter of sympathetic strikes the 
injunction restrains the defendants from 
“instituting or maintaining any strike, 
against others than the complainants, or ad- 
vising; soliciting, or .procuring any other 
person, firm,.or corporation, to institute such 
a strike for the purpose of preventing any 
person, firm, or corporation from accepting 
work and purchasing materials or contract- 
ing with or doing work for the complainants, 
or from attempting to enforce any boycott 
against any of the employés of the complain- 
ants.“ 

Strike for Higher Wages. 
The injunction proceedings are the out- 
growth of a strike of tile layers and helpers, 


who walked out on March 1 because the con- 


tractors. refused to grant an increase in 
‘wages from $6 to $5.00 a day, carfare for 
jepurneymen, and a raise from $8 to $3.40 2 
day and transportation expenses for 
helpers. 

1 guerrilla campaign "' against the tile 
contractors has been maintained dy the 
strikers since the employers broke off nego- 
tiations with the union more than a month 
ago. Several of the pickets of the union 
“have been arrested for threatening violence 
against nonunion tile layers working for the 
members of the Mantel and Tile Dealers’ 
association, and three or four strikebreakers 
have been slugged while at work on yartous 
tile jobs.

Son of Former Minister to China 
Awaits Federal Sentence. 


UFE STORY LIKE FICTION. 
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Joseph Houston Admits 1 ee and 
Says He Has Lost Hope, 


In the county jail, awaiting trial on the 
charge of forging a postal money order, is the 
on ot a former United States minister to 
China. The government, for which the. 
father of the prisoner practically gave up his 
life in 1862, will demand that the son be 
sentenced to a term of years in the peniten- 
tidry at Fort Leavenworth, — 

The story is that of Joseph Houston, 63 
years. old, tall, gray haired, distinguished 
looking. His father was Jonas Houston, 
former New York district attorney, former 
congressman from New York, friend of Presi- 
dent Lincoin, and man of affairs. He died 
in Shanghai a few months after his appoint- 
ment by Lincoln es minister to China. 

‘When arrested by Postoffice Inspector Mul- 
len three months ago, following the forgery 
of a money order for $100, Joseph Houston 
admitted his guilt. But he did not admit his 
relationship to Jonas Houston. He sald, how- 
ever, that he committed the crime because of 
drink and because he and his wife were desti- 
tute and on the verge of starvation. 7 


Tella His Life Story. 

„ had hoped that this would not become. 
Public,” said he to 4 representative of Tum 
‘TRIBUNE yesterday. “I have the best wife 
in the world and it will be a severe blow to 


her relatives, who are prominent in Penngyl- | 


vania. 

My father was appointed minister to 
China in 1862 by President Lincoln. We lived 
at Delhi, Delaware county, New York. He 
was district attorney and the senior member 
of the law firm of Gordon & Houston. When 
he received his appointment he had just fin- 
ished a term in congress. 

He left for China on a boat which made 
the trip ih about eighty days. It was a speedy 
boat for those times. My mother and two 
sisters and myself were to follow him on a 
slow going boat. We sailed on the Belle of 
the West. We were 134 days on the voyage. 
When we landed in Shanghai my father had 
been dead more than a month. His death was 
sudden and they buried him in one of the 
Shanghai cemeteries. 

„His death was a great blow to al all of us. 
After remaining in Chine for a few weeks my 
mother and sisters sailed for San Francisco 
and thep went to New York. My father’s 
friends procured me a position in one of the 
Shanghai.mercantile houses. We had little 
money and I had to earn my living. I re- 
mained there aboyt a year when I became 
homesick, Before I left China, however, I 
attended to the placing of a monument over 
It was donated by his 
friends in America. 


Aided by Congreseman. 

I returned to New York and went to work. 
Before my trip to China I had been offered 
an eppoin to the navel academy at 
Annapolis. 1 Wanted to accept it, but my 
father. thought that it Would be better if I 
went to China with him. But the congreas- 
man who had offered me the appointment as- 
sisted me in getting work. I acquired a num- 
ber of convivial friends and soon lost my

SENATE HITS AT KIDNAPERS 


Child Stealers Is Passed. 


DENTISTS ARE @f{VEN Alb.

Springfield, III., 
bills were passed py the senate this morn- 
ing, one was defeated, and both the senate 
and house were worn to a frazzle during 
the day with the vain efforts of the legis- 
lators to keep their committee assignments. 

Among the bills passed by the senate was 
one of Senator Brown's, strengthening the 
law against kidnaping by providing that the 
death sentence may be imposed on persons 
guilty of kidnaping a child under 14 years 
of age. 

The present law permits the imposing of 
the death sentence in case of kidnaping and 
holding for bm, but the Brown bill would 
allow this penalty to be fixed for kidnaping 
whether for ransom or not, and it Increases 
the age limit from 12 years to 14. 


Other Bills Passed. 

Other bills passed by the senate were: 

By McElvain—Requires the superintendent of in- 
surance to start action against any fraternal in- 
} surance company which falls three months behind 

in the payment of its death benefits or disability 
claims or which, after an existence of one year, 
By Clark—Amends the dentistry act to permit 
reciprocal relations .between Illinois and other 
states which will recognize certificates of char- 
acter and competency from the Illinois dental 
board, It provides that practitioners from other 
states may be admitted to practice in Illinois with- 
out examination on presentation of a certificate 
from the dental board of their home state pro- 
viding that the state recognises the certificates 
from the Illinois board. 

By Humphrey—Amends the act creating the 
municipal employés’ pension fund for the water do- 
partment and the waterworks by providing that 
one-half of all the penalties collected on water 
Dills not paid within the discount limit and one- 
half of all the fines collected for violation of the 
water ordinances shall be diverted into the em- 
ployés pension fund. 

By Henson—Provides that in any suit in law it 
shall be permissible to prove that a deed. contract, 
release, covenant, etc., was obtained by fraud for 
the same purposes as could be done in a court of 
equity. 

Chiperfield Bill Is Clipped. 

In the house the representatives struck the 
enacting clause.out of Representative Chip- 
érfield’s bill perniitting a defendant in libel 
action to prove as a mitigating circumstance 
that the plaintiff had received compensation 
for a practically similar libel published at 
about the same time. Representatives Hull 
and Lee O’Neil Browne led the fight against 
the bill, and the roll call revealed that it had 
a few friends. The vote was 120 to 6, and the 
bill was killed. 

The senate subcommittee which made the 
visit of inspection to Texas cities operating 
under the commission form of government 
made its report to the full committee, which 
then heard from representatives of Illinois 
cities desirous of reorganizing by the com- 
mission system. 

Clark E. Carr, speaking for Galesburg, said 
that all the municipal improvement in Amer- 
ican cities had been confined to the large 
citiies, especially to New York and Chicago, 
which were far in advance of the smaller 
cities and towns in civic morals and mynict- 
pal honesty. The committee ordered its sub- 
committee to draft a substitute bill and re- 
‘port it back. 

Among the bills introduced in the house 
were three by Representative Cermak to give 
cities additional power to regulate fire es- 
capes, to extend the fire limits, and secure 
the modification of buildings tor the better 
protection of occupants.

Miss Agnes Nestor 
and other representatives of the women’s 
trade unions replied that the manufacturers 
gave no thought of the health of women em- 
ployed by. them, that ten hours’ work was 
too exacting on employés, that the nervous 
system of women broke down under it, and 
that the health of e nation itself was 
menaced by the overwork of its women, 

Miss Jane Addams was calied in to aid the 
cause of the working women. She was asked 
if she appreciated the fact that a reduction 
in the number of working hours for women 
undoubtedly would be followed by a ror 
tion in wages. 


Wages Fit New Conditions. 

„ For a time, yes, she said, but it Is the 
history of all such reforms that a reduction 
in wages is only temporary. They soon are 
adjusted to the new conditions and return to 
the former scale.” 

The manufacturers made a suggestion that 
the bill be amended to limit the working day 
to ten hours, but the women said that to con- 
cede this would be only to postpone the fight 
for an eight hour day, with no assurance 
that they would have better luck the next 
time. When the hearing was closed Senator 
Jones still refused to agree that the bill 
should be recommitted, but other members of 
the committee which reported the bill out 
are making an effort to sign up a majority 
of its members to demand the return of the 
measure, and in case they succeed Jones is 
not likely to oppose recommitment. 

The representatives of the association de- 
clared themselves in favor of the factory in- 
spection bill providing for safeguarding of 
hazardous and dangerous machinery and for 
proper ventilation and sanitation, as shown 
by the industrial commission.

Prof. George H. Mead of the University of 
Chicago, under whose direction a ttee 
of the City club has been making a compari- 
son of the Chicago public library and similar 
Institutions in other metropolitan centers,

“Our investigation was not complete,” 
sald Prof. Mead. “ We were making a com- 
parative study of the activities in the public 
libraries of the country. We wanted to find 
out what the real status of our library was. 
If conditions were improved subsequently as 
the result of our investigation—by what 
means we didn't know, nor were we inter- 
ested—that. was to be sufficient reward for 
the labor éntailed. Mr. Hild figured’ no more 
than the library board itself afd the whole 
general system involved in the management 


dt the institution.”’

Approval of Hild’s Regime. 

Judge Marcus Kavanagh and ex-presidents 
of the library board, including Z. P. Brosseau, 
John W. Eckhart, Frank Peabody, Harry 
Rubens, and James F. Bowers, communi- 
cated with Librarian Hild and expressed dis- 
approval of the board’s action and commend- 
ed the present library régime. 

Mr. Hild voiced a vigorous denial of the 
charges against the present administration 
on which the board bases its desire for a 


change. : 

The library has a complete child’s de- 
partment,”’ he said, and is better equipped 
for nature study than any similar inetitu- 
tion west of New York. The only reason 
New York excels in this department as well 
‘as in several other departments is because 
New York spends over $1,000,000 on its public 
library systems in a year. Our budget last 
year was about $230,000, and not many years 
ago it was $150,000. It is obviously unfair to 
make a comparison. 

With regard to the removal of books from 
the branch stations, we have a system where- 
by the patron can learn at once the number 
of the book at the central station and can 
obtain it on demand, thus leaving the branch 
copy for other patrons of the branch room. 


Brings Books Close to People. 
“We are well equipped with information 
elerks, and no library does more to bring the 
books close to the people. I have a letter 
from Judge Kavanaugh this morning com- 
ending the high class talent which is em- 
ployed to serve library patrons in reference 


- tooms and other departments. 


“The home library movement has gone 
well in smaller cities, and we have tried it 
Books are boxed up and shipped to 
settlement houses or to private homes. Mr. 
Taylor, a member of the board, had charge 
of one home department at the commons. 
It went along all right for a tinie, but later 
the demand for books in this shape ceased, 
and so the project was abandoned. 

“Other criticisms are too trivial to consid- 
er and amount to nothing when compared 
with the real work the library has done. 

“Our delivery stations and delivery sys- 
tem cannot be surpassed. The reference de- 

rtment has been one of the most wonder- 

1 educational influences in the city. The 
staff there is superior to that in New York. 
Our artroom is a marvelously successful de- 


' partment. The young people's rooms are the 


talk of every one who visits the library. 
Qur relations to the pubjic schools are gu- 
Perior. Our documentar department can- 
not be excelled. We have grown and de- 

veloped gradually, and the public does not 
know all that has been accomplished,"

Springfield, Lil, April 14.—[Special j--Ef- 
forts to secure favorable action on the pills 
to secure uniform text books and to establish 
a maximum scale of prices were renewed this 
afternoon in a joint session of the house and 
senate school commitees. In the argument 
for the bills it was shown that in Illinois the 
prices for some books are about double the 
prices charged for the same books in Indiana 
and other states, although there is no appre- 
ciable or valuable difference in the books.

C. M. Bardwell of Aurora, appeared 
before the committees in the interest of the 
senate bill.

Many Others Hurt in Clash at 


Mexican Mining Camp. 


| PRIEST TRIES TO KILL SELF. 


House of Official Who Ordered Parade 
Stopped Is Burned. 


‘City of Mexico, April 14.—According to a 
dispatch received today the rioting which 
occurred at Velardena, the big coal mining 
camp in the state of Coahuila, last Satur- 
day, was more serious than at first reported, 
thirty-two men being Killed and many in- 
jured. 

The trouble was instigated by Father 
Ramon Valenzuela, the parish priest, it ts 
asserted, who lies in a hospital hovering 


between life and death, he having attempted - 


to commit suicide. Fourteen of the rioters 

have been summarily executed by the gov- 

ernment troops and many imprisoned. 
Avoid Attacks on Americans. 

Many Americans reside in Velardena, the 
camp being controlled by American capital. 
The leaders of the mob, which was well or- 
ganized, avoided attacking Americans or de- 

stroying American property. 

The fighting occurred when the jefe politi- 
co of the town, an officer corresponding to 
a mayor, attempted to stop a religious pro- 
cession headed by the village priest, the 
laws of Mexico forbidding such parades. 

A thousand parishioners followed the 
priest, wishing to witness the annual burn- 
ing of Judas, and when the orders of the 
town executive became known the mob, 
becoming enraged, stoned and later burned 
the house of the jefe. That official and his 
wife escaped by climbing a rear wall and 
seeking protection in the homes of the Amer- 
ican coleny. 

Police Shoot, but Are Routed. 

The rioters then ‘stormed a Chinese hotel, 
looting it of all liquors and foods, and ter- 
rorizing the neighborhood during the night 
by their drunken orgy. The police force, in 
an effort to restore order, fired on the mob, 
many of the members of which were well 
armed. The officers, however, were forced to 
retreat, leaving six of their number dead in 
the main street of the town. 

Later troops, which had been telegraphed 
for, arrived on a special train and a short 
but fierce fight between the troops and the 
rioters ensued.

The formation of the cabinet, although it 
is not composed according to general expec- 
tations, hae greatly relieved the tension of 
the last thirty-six hours. The majority of 
the people passed a sleepless night, owing 
to the continuous discharges of musketry.

COMMANDED N TWO ARMIES 


Confederate Officer Serves America th 
War with Spain. 


Columbia, S. C., April 14.—Gen. Matthew 
Butler of Edgefield, former United States 
senator and one of the last of the confederate 
cavalry generals, died tonight at a local in- 
firmary, aged 73. His death was due to a 
complication of diseases, induced by an old 
wound. 

Gen. Butler is survived by his widow and 
three children. He died within fifty yards of 
the convention hall in which the secession 
convention met. Gen. Butler was a nephew 
of Commodore Perry. 

Matthew C. Butler was born in Greene- 
ville; 8. C. 

In 1860 he was elected to the state legisla - 
ture, which office he left in 1861 to enlist in 
the confederate army, He was made captain 
of cavalry in the Hampton legion, and be- 
came a major ge l. He lost his right leg 
on the battlefield of Brandy Station. 

In 1870 Butler received the vote of the state 
legislature for United States senator. He 
took his place in that body in 1877 as a Dem- 
ocrat, succeeding Thomas J. Robertson, Re- 
publican. Butler was reélected tothe senate 
in 1882 and again in 1880, serving the last 
time until 1895. 

At the time of the outbreak of the Spanish- 
American war Butler offered his services to 
the American government and was appointed 
major general of volunteers. He later was 
appointed by the president as one of the 
members of the Cuban peace commission.

ENTRANCE IS INADEQUATE. 


Crowd Biocks Traffic and Bluecoats- 
Struggle to Keep Order. 


Jammed and packed for a distance of over 
100 yards north of the Dexter Park pavilion 
entrance, the hordes of people who thought to 
gain an advantage by being early birds 
at the Gotch-Mahmout wrestling match last 
night fourid to their sorrow that the entrance 
arrangements. were wholly inadequate. From 
7 o'clock until long after 8:30 thousands 
struggled to force their way to the single 
entrance on Halsted street. Finally the 
crush became so great that squads of police- 
men were ordered to the soene in an attempt 
to marsha! the people in orderly lines, but it 
was an almost impossible task. 


Crowd Blocks Traffic.

The army of men overflowed to the street 


ear tracks and blocked traffic for over half 
an hour, many boys in the meantime being in 
imminent danger of death under the slowly 
moving cars and drays. Several fainted and 
with difficulty were carried from the vicinity. 
One boy, whose breath had been nearly 
érushed from his body, was lifted to the 
shoulders of the crowd near the doors and 
succeeded in crawling about twenty yards to 
an open space. | 

Automobiles and carriages were lined up on 
the opposite side of the street a hundred 
strong, the occupants making no attempt even to 
alight, until nearly 9 o'clock. At that time the 
crowé had thinned, owing to the wholly accidental 
discovery that a small rear door had been opened. 
The lines of men seeking general admission ex- 
tended from the paviliom to a point beyond the 
Transit house, more than a block distant. 


Unable to Handle Crowd. 


Thousands who had purchased their tickets in 
advance formed the overfiow on the street. Asa 
result of the jam. the pavilion was only half filled 
when the first preliminary was called. There was 
no halt in the stream of newcomers, however, and 
by the time Beell and Ordemann were called to the 
mat, the immense structure was filled to capacity 
and beyond. . 

Boys who could find no other place climbed to the 
steel girders and watched the proceedings while in 
imminent danger of breaking their necks. There 
was a scattering of women enthusiasts in the 
throng—about 200 or 300 occupying seats in the 
elevated stands.

THE LIBRARY SITUATION. 
As in most cases ‘of bomb throwing, 
the participants in the apparently pre- 
mature explosion at the public library 
have scattered. At present dust and dy- 
namite, figuratively speaking, fill the 
scene. As to thé rumored complicity or 
putative purpose of President Cigrand, 
or the alleged shortcomings or possible 
justifications of Mr. Hild, Tun Trisuwm 
is uninformed and, for the time being, is 
unconcerned. 
What Tun Trisune is concerned for 
now and until much more is known than 
bas thus far transpired is the lately moot- 
ed question of the efficiency and modern- 
mess of our library organization and estab- 
lishment. Complaints against the present 
administration have hitherto seemed to 
divide into two classes—-namely: com- 
plaints against the discourtesy and indif- 
ference of public library attendants and 
complaints against excesstve red tape, bad 
air in the rooms, etc. 
A committee of the City club, however, 
seems to have been qpgaged in an investi- 
gation of our library system and to have 
found grounds for more important criti- 
cism. Tus Trisune suggests that a re- 
port by this committee be made public 
at once or be referred to the mayor and 
to the library trustees, and Tun Trisuns 
also respectfully suggests to Mayor Busse 
that he appoint, a small commission, so 
chosen as to assure its freedom from per- 
sonal or political bias, which commission 
shall investigate fully our library estab- 
lishment and also that of the’ most pro- 
gressive public library .systems in Amer- 
den with the purpose of making a full re- 
port and recommendation for such better- 
ments as are practicable. 
Mr. Hild, it would seem to the impar- 
tial observer, has been cruelly handled. 
His long and faithful service deserved a 
kindlier recognition, even if it presently 
is proved that a younger and more pro- 
gressive man is needed. But that fact 
should be established in justice alike to 
Mr. Hild and the public, and we believe a 
commission so composed as to command 
the confidence of the community is the 
| only means by which justice can be done 
and an honest reform achieved. 


A CITY’S GOOD SIDE: 

The critic has bis distinct place in life. 
He helps to keep the public conscience 
alive. He is an active agent for the ecrea- 
tion of a healthful public opinion. His 
work is attended by the constant danger 
that, in looking upon the evil forces of 
life, he may become so pessimistic as to 
fail to observe the constructive and cleans- 
ing factors busy at work for the better- 
ment of social conditions. One thinks of 
the discouraged Godkin, whose last years 
were imbittered because the. things he 


‘ 


and energetic service were so magnified 
in his judgment that he did not appreciate 
at their right value those other forces 
working toward definite advancement. 

The city has a good side. A decade 
ago a keen observer wrote a series of arti- 
cies on “ Chicago’s Moral Jungle, finding 
abundant reasons for despair. The same 
critic now presents a story about “ The 
Heart of Chicago,” in which some of the 
social betterment forces are described. 
0 The thoughtful citizen has believed in the 
progress that has been made. Possibly 
he has not stopped to classify and com- 
ment on the different details of an im- 
provement of which he has been conscious, 
It is a good thing to have this done for 
him by the same critic, who had a more 
pessimistic vein ten years ago. 

The character and equipment of the 
public schools find praise. Citations are 
made of the higher grade of men in the 
ity council and the closer supervision of 
public servants, the provision for recrea- 
tion made by the small parks, the better 
administration of justice in the Municipal 
courts, the well established social settle- 
ments, the increased effectiveness of the 
| city’s health deaprtment, the more general 
attention to physical cleanliness of neigh- 
borhoods, the influence of the newspapers 
in favor of steady improvement. 

There are evils enough, of course. That 
aspect of city life is familiar to .every 
one. But there is a vast amount of good. 
And it is refreshing to find à critic of a 
} former day giving his testimony regard- 
ing the certain advances that have been 
made. The optimistic outlook is the one 
that must prevail. The “steady gain of 
man” theory is the one which means 
progress. The effective censor is the one 
who sees in the advances all along the line 
the sure “ground for determination to keep 
on fighting against those forces that are 
Se per for eri. *

The voters of the state made a bad 
bargain. Money sorely needed for good 
public uses is going into Mr. Davis’ 
pocket. That must be accepted, but we 
need not accept Mr. Davis’ disingenuous 
defense of the system by which he is per- 
mitted to fill his pockets. The legislature 
should make short work of this prepos- 
terous plea ‘for legalized graft, and the 
Billings bill abolishing it should be passed 
without fail. Any legislator who votes 
against this legislation brands himself as 
a champion of the theory that extortion, 
not compensation, should baue basis of 
payment for public service. 

If a provision reducing the emoluments 
of Mr. Davis is dangerous to the law on 
constitutional. grounds it - should be omit- 
ted. But if Mr. Davis can be compelled 
legally to forego for the remainder of his 
term what he does not fairly ‘earn, this 
should by all means be dope. 


BUILDING THE HARBOR. 
There is food for reflection in Mayor 
Busse’s words about the harbor. The city 
should go slow in handling questions con- 
nected with it “to the end that we may 
not give away the city’s rights for the 
tuture in our eagerness to secure imme- 
diate harbor, improvement.” The uns

opment as indicated by accomplishments 
in other parts of the ‘world under much 
less favorable circumstances than those 
confronting Chicago. 

The harbor commission sent Prof. J. P. 
Goode abroad several months ago to stud} 
the harbors of northern Europe. He had 
the needed preliminary training to give 
him breadth of view. He used his pow- 
ers of observation to the best advantage. 
He kept his camera ready for use at any 
minute. He collected data of all sorts, 
statistics, maps, charts. He asked ques, 
tions and got answers from those in posi- 
tion to tell the actual facts. He studied 
the relationship of port to the country 
behind it. Then he applied the informa- 
tion to the situation in Chicago. ; 

As he is telling his story with the aid 
of significant statistics and illuminating 
lantern slides to various companies’ of 
people in Chicago, he is making of every 
auditor an enthusiastic believer in the 
great future of this city. And it is safe 
to assert that few persons spend an hour 
in such an atmosphere without feeling 
continced that undue haste or surrende: 
of possibilities to private corporations 
would be foolish policy when Ahe achieve 
ments in other places are taken into ac 
count. 

Mayor Busse is right. The subway aud 
the harbor are too important to be hur 
riedly planned, The anxiety of the people 
is natural. The improvements must come 
soon. But haste may mean waste, and 
waste, too, of unbounded opportunities

that Lord Charles has been directed to haul 
down his flag and to turn over the command 
to Admiral Sir William May, whose forces

| Beresford. ° 
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Sir William Is regarded not only at the ad- 
miralty at Whitehall but also among naval 
experts abroad as the ablest commander and 
as the cleverest and most resourceful strate- 
gist of the British navy—infinitely superior 
in this respect to the more widely known 
Lord Charles. It was just because of this 
preéminence that it was considered in gov- 
ernment circles in London of the most vital 
importance that he rather than Beresford 
should have the supreme direction of the im- 
pending manetvers, upon which, as I have 
mentioned above, all the future naval policy 
of Great Britain will depend. That is the true 
reason of the supercession of Lord Charles, 
of which so much capita) has been made by 
his friends and which has been ascribed by 
the enemies of the administration to pyofes- 
sional jealousy and to the enmity of the first 
sea lord of the admiralty, Admiral of the 
Fleet Sir John Fisher. 

Sir William, who is now about to enter his 
sixtieth year, looks nearly twenty years 
younger and wears on his breast the medal 
of Admiral Sir George Nares’ arctic expedi- 
tion in 1875. It was he who added Christmas 
island to the British empire, assuming charge 
of the annexation, and has probably done 
more than any other officer in the service to 
develop the use of the torpedo, of which he 
is regarded as the leading expert of the day. 
A number of the maritime powers are per- 
sonally acquainted with him through his 
service in their capitals as naval! attaché of 
the British embassy, and before becoming 
controller of the navy, commander of the 
Atlantic fleet, and lord pommissioner of the 
admiralty ne acquired an 
of experience as chief of staff of the Mediter - 
ranean fleet in the days when it was regarded 
as the most important force of the navy. 
He was a particular favorite of Queen Vic- 


the kaiser, to whose service he has usually 
been attached when that monarch has visited 
England, and enjoys the distinction, rare 
among British naval men, of being a remark- 
ably good linguist. 3 
Despite the secrecy with which everything 
in connection with the impending maneuvers 
is enveloped, it may be stated that the com- 
bined fleets will rendezvous in the Firth of 
Forth prior to the commencement of the 
operations.

Hubert Magniac, who has just succum 
to influenza in London, was a son-in-law of 
the aged duke of Graftom a son of the late 
Charles Magniac, M. P., who used to own 
Chesterfield house in Londdén, and received 
his distinguished service order for a most 
remarkable feat during the Boer war, which, 
according to many of his fellow officers, 
should have been recognized by the Victoria 
Cross, When the war broke out he volun- 
teered for service with the Yeomanry, and 
during the battle of Modderfontein defended 
a position on the flank with a handful of men 
for nearly twenty-four hours. During the 
course of the fight every one of his men was 
either killed or badly wounded. 

Summoned to surrender, he stoutly refused, 
and when the Boers made up their mind to 
finally rush the positicn, he managed with 
one of his only two remaining cartridges to 
shoot and kill the Boer leader at a distance 
of twenty yards. This led the Boers, who 
were ighorant of the state to which the de- 
fenders were reduced, to retire, and when 
about half an hour afterwards relief arrived 
there was, not one unwounded man ieft 
among the defenders, Magniac himself suf- 
fering from no less than seventeen gunshot 
wounds. 

Five years ago he married Lady * 
Fitsroy, as her third husband, after she had 
been compelled to divorce Lord Suffield’s 
brother, alter Harbord. I notice that the 
current issue oft Whitaker's Peerage " men- 
tiens Walter Harbord as having obtained a, 
divorce from her, which would lead to the 
belief that he had been the petitioner. This 
is a most undeserved reflection on Lady 
Eleanor, since it implies that she was the 
offending party, whereas the decree was 
granted in her favor on the grounds of mis- 
conduct and gross cruelty, to which might 
have been added the crassest ingratitude. 

Lady Eleanor, a woman of rare beauty and 
charm, and a lineal descendant of King 
Charles II. and of his fair friend, lovely Bar- 
bara Villiers, duchess of Cleveland, married 
at the age of 19 Herbert Fitzroy Eaton. a rel- 
ative of Gen. Lord Cheylesmore, and within 
a few months after his death was led by a 
sort of Quixotic sentiment of mingled love 
and pity to bestow her hand, along with a 
large fortune of some $100,000 a year which 
she had inherited along with landed property 
from her first husband, upon the Hon. Walter 
Harbord, a major of the Seventh Hussars, 
who had been driven krom the army and 
placed under the ban of English and conti- 
nental society in consequence of having been 
caught in the act of unfair play at the Cercle 
de la Mediterranee at Nice.
